Believed to Have I*d to the Terrible 
Doings of » Boston Man 


Boston, Jan. ll.-Harold Anderson, 3 


years old, dl«d at tbe city hospital last 
evening, making the third death result- 
ing from a tragedy which demurred in 
the Jamaica Plain district yesterday. 


It was Just after 6 o'clock in tbe morn- 


Ing when the quie^neighborhood in the 
vlcsnity of Centre and Sheridan streets 
was started by successive pistol shots. 
The shooting took place in the tbrec- 
rtory wooden house at the cornet- of 
the two thoroughfares. The deed was 
committed on the first floor, over a 
drug store and a grocery store, which 
occupy the ground floor of the building. 


Svante Anderson, a Swede,. 30 years 


old, had lived in the ueat apartment 
for the past five years, and h* had al- 
ways been looked upon as a quiet, law- 
abiding citizen and a devoted husband 
and father. At the hour above named, 
while probably laboring under tempo- 
rary Insanity, he arose, and fired two 
•beta at hi* wife, Em mo, 31 years old, 
as she lay la bed. The bullets entered 
her breast, and death was instanta- 
neous. 
He then turned the still blaz- 


ing receiver on hi& little 3-year-old son, 
Harold, and nred one shot at him. The 
bullet entered the child's abdomen, 
passing oat through the back. 


Anderson's mother-in-law, Mrs. Mary 


Anderson, was awakened by the shoot- 
ing and screams. 
Her room was di- 


rectly opposite that occupied by the 
husband, wife and child, and she has- 
tened to her daughter's assistance. As 
the mother-in-law enterejJ the room. 
Anderson turned the revolver on her 
and shot the woman In the breast. 


Mrs. 
Anderson, badly wounded, ran 


down the stairway to the eritryway to 
the room occupied by William Mosser, 
20 years old, a lodger. 
Mosser jumped 


from his bed and just as he lighted the 
gas Mrs. Anderson fell In a swoon to the 
floor. 
Dressing himselt, Mosser has- 


tened to to 19 Forbes street and told 
Bvante's brothers, Anton and Victor, 
what had happened. 
They returned to 


the bouse with Mosser. 
When they 


entered the room occupied by their 
brother, his wife and child, they found 
him lying dead on the floor, with a bul- 
let wound In his breast. The child was 
crying with psin 
from his wound. 


Mrs. Anderson, the elder, was still un- 
conscious in Mosser's room. 


Mies Rattle Reynolds, 20 years old, 


another lodger, on bearing tbe pistol 
shots had locked her door and she was 
in her room, badly frightened, when the 
iwlice arrived. 
The latter summoned 


an ambulance, and Harold and the 
mother-in-law were removed to the city 
hospital. Harold died last night. Mrs. 
Anderson is in a dangerous condition, 
With slight chance of recovery. 


Until about two months ago Ander- 


son was employed as a leather sorter 
on South street, and his two brothers 
etill work there. 
He left for the pur- 


pose of opening a periodical store and 
pool room in Jamaica Plain, but he 
failed, to pay expenses, and he hao1 re- 
cently been depressed over his business 
troubles. 
To add to his misfortune, 


'he was recently in the West Roxbury 
\ court on a complaint made to the po- 
lice by a school teacher that he had 
been selling cigarets to minors. 
In 


court he pleaded «^jks^titendere, and 
his case was placed o_^ie.

As Far a», Shifting of Seat of 


tions ft Concerned—Contest fietweeu 
Conflicting Designs of tbe Power* 
Promises to Be Bitter audProtracted 


Paris, Jan. 11.—The Associated Press 


is given tbe 'following- statement from 
authoritative quarters in regard to th« 
Chinese situation: 


The Chinese plenipotentiaries eigned 


the joint note Wednesday, thus conclud- 
ing the preliminary stage of the nego- 
tiations. 


It was added tbtit this important step 


was insignificant compared with the 
difficulties to be met with between the 
powers themselves, whose clashing in- 
terests will have full play in the coming 
discussions. 
The United States' pro- 


posal to sfift the seat of the negotia- 
tions fiends no favor iu the European 
chancellories. Three reasons are given 
for this opposition. 


First—It is considered a jrreat mis- 


take to transfer the negotiations from 
China, where all the information is ui 
hand respecting the situation and th« 
feeling among the Chinese themselves 
and more especially regarding the con- 
ditions of trade and commerce with 
which the negotiations will be chiefly 
concerned. 


Second—The United States comme*cfl 


with 
China is comparatively small 


when compared with that of several 
other countries. Therefore the United 
States is not entitled to expect the ne- 
gotiations to be carried ou at Washing- 
ton. 


The third, and raost delicate, reason 


advanced is that the European powers 
have not felt sufficient confidence that 
the United States government might 
not find itself influenced In the negotia- 
tions at Washington by the pressure of 
interests having an eye to tbe exploita 
tlon of China. 
The attitude of some 


of the powers, moreover, is swayed by 
other motives in opposing the United 
States' proposal. Great Britain, for ex- 
ample, which seems to be the most 
strongly antagonistic, has 
probably 


taken into consideration tbe United 
States' attitude toward the Clayton- 
Bulwer treaty. 


The feeling here favors Shanghai, it 


any change is made, as it is pointed out 
that Shanghai is the most Important 
trade centre of Ohina, and, moreover, 
that the southern viceroys, who are fa- 
vorable to foreigners and anxious to 
further trade, could make their in- 
fluence felt. Failing Shanghai, Berlin 
or Paris is likely to be chosen. Tbe 
enormous British interests are in f avot 
of the choice of London, but it is im- 
probable that the other powers will 
agree to this. 


There is no reason to suppose that 


Russia will withdraw from the joint 
negotiations. The treaty she has con- 
cluded u ith, China concerns her special 
interests in regions contiguous to her 
territories, but she has' great political 
interests to defend, and, further, in the 
joint conference, which will bristle with 
'obstacles to a speedy settlement, Rus 
sia aims chiefly at a wide expansion o 
her political influence. 
Great Britain 


wants to, roughly, open the Chinese em- 
pire to her commerce, and at the same 
time strengthen her political foothold. 
The United States, apparently, will be 
devoted to securing commercial ad 
vantages, while France and Germany 
will desire to increase their trade gen- 
erally, and their political influence in 
certain provinces." 


The struggle between these conflict' 


ing desizus will be bitter, and in any 
case, will greatly protract the negotia- 
tions. 


One thing which Great Britain and 


the United States wish secured is the 
raising of the prohibition, which now 
exists in China, against foreigners ac 
quiring landed interests, a considerable 
extension of commerce being therebj 
anticipated. 


Not Favorably Received

This getting rid of stock ' quietly" and 
letting it "leak out" and the fact being 
scattered broadcast by the glorifying 
breeze-raisers presumes thai the public 
is a crowd of simpletons, dull-eyed and 
•\vide-mouth«V, prepared to swallow 
anything. Intelligence is not counted 
in the premises. Dead to judgment but 
quick to shallow prejudice and rank 
suspicion is tbe estimate such con- 
duct puts upon the people. Its authors 
are unfit to be chiefs in public places or 
leaders in public thinking. 


Honesty of purpose, ringing argu- 


ment and just, decisive action 
are 


what the people demand and what they 
are looking for. Holding public office 
is not a session -in legerdemain calling 
upon the performer to appear naked to 
the shoulders lest something should 
fall out or into his sleeve. 
.

himself who sells bis property to put 
temptation beyond him, and that man 
has little knowledge of the people—or 
less respect for them—•, who believes 
that 
gubernational 
stock-selling is 


taken for anything more than a hocus-

COMMUMICATIOM 


The state board of 1 salth is bearing 


down quite heavily on us regarding the 
disposal of our sewage. The thing has 
been expected. No doubt the river 
should be kept clean, but when the 
state board is thinking of North Adams 
it might include other communities. 


Bish'op Coleman has stirred up the 


folk in New York. They are going to 
ask the society women, who dine at the 
Waldorf Astoria, to give up their wine 
and "cocktails," to make that sacrifice 
for the sake of those to whom their ex* 
ample is of consequence.

The report from Pekin is that the

Bryan spoke at Chicago 
the other night and said: "It is not 
necessary to discuss the subject of re- 
organization further than to say that 
reorganization is an internal remedy 
and that it cannot be applied exter- 
nally. Those who are within the party 
lines have a right to a voice in the 
making of the platform and are en- 
titled to make such change in the or- 
ganization or machinery of the party 
as they please, but honesty and g'ood 
faitn require that any desired change 
shall be openly proposed and tairly pre 
sented." There is considerable direct- 
ness in that slap and Cleveland, no 
doubt, understands it. But there is more 
in this, from the same speech: "The 
democratic party has been defeated 
before, but defeat has neither destroyed 
its hope nor its tenets. If tiny one is 
inclined to attribute recent defeats to 
the platfo-rms adopted or to the organi- 
zations in charge of the fight, let him 
remember that the defeat of 1888 came 
at the close of an administration en- 
tirely satisfactory to those who are 
most anxious to reorganize the party, 
and that the defeat of 1896, which oc- 
curred under a similar administration, 
was more disasterous than any that 
has taken place since." Bryan proper- 
ly thinks that 1888 should be remember- 
ed PS well as 1909.

tHE CITY'S ICE SUPPLY 


Adjudiottjor.s to Come Socn, Hygeia 


Artificial lot ii Purt 


The board of health expects to have 


the examinations completed so that ad- 
judications in regard to the ice supplies 
oil the city can be made within a week 
or so. Wallace E. Richmond of Drury 
is making the. analyses, anU the board 
has nearly completed its examinations 
Of the sources, those sources for which 
application has been mad« having been 
given yesterday- 


At the same time the board expects 


*o be able to adjudicate in regard to 
the ice of the llygela company, the re- 
port «f the atate board on this bavin!; 
been received, as'reported yesterday- 
This report was not accompanied by 
an analysis, bnt this is expected soon, 
so that the adjudication can be made. 
The report a* received is entirely favor 
able to the, company, being in part as 
follows: 
"It appears that several important 


changes have been made in the opera- 
tion of these works since the previous 
advice of the board was given, the 
most important being the source of the 
water supply which is now two laree 
tubular wells en the grounds ofl the ice 
company instead of from the city watei 
supply as formerly. The us£ of the 
eporJjfe filter has be'en discontinued and 
raor* care is evidently exercised to keep 
the looms of the cold storage company 
«hut off from the place where the ice 
is made, and to keep dirt from falling 
into the freezing cans. 


"The analysts of a sample ofl water 


collected from the wells now used as 
the source of water supply shows that 
the water is clear, colorless and odor- 
less and almost free from organic mat- 
ter, but the water is excessively hard 
and lias evidently been at' some time 
highly polluted by sewage but subse- 
quently well purified in its passage 
through the ground before reachine 
the wells. The'sample of water collect- 
ed from the hose through which the 
freezing cans are filled after the water 
has been distilled, rebelled and filtered, 
was 
found. 
upon 
analysis, 
to 


be 
clear, 
colorless 
and 
odorless, 


and 
neatly 
free 
from 
mineral 


matter. The analysis showed the pres- 
ence of a considerable quantity of free 
ammonia which may have been due to 
the escape of ammonia about the plant, 
or perhaps to the fact that the water 
is not quits completely purified by the 
distillation. A sample of the ice frozen 
at this plant, sertt in by you, was found 
upon analysis to contain considerable 
ammonia, but vthe number of bacteria 
present was srAall and the analyses as 
a whole indicate that this ice as manu- 
factured at presen't may safely be used 
for all domestic purposes. 
- "The water • from the tubular wells 
now used forJm,aking the ice is well 
purified, vbut its chara"cter Js liable to 
change with a--change in the conditions 
surrounding t1^r> wells and for these rea- 
sons it is d«sfrable that this water be 
analyzed occasionally to detect arjy de- 
terioration in WB quality. The city water 
furnished from Notch Brook Is of ex- 
cedlent quality and any uncertainty as 
to the character of the water used in 
making the ice would be avoided by us- 
ing the city water. The construction 
and arrangement of the {freezing tanks 
makes it necessary that there should 
be considerable passage by workmen 
over the tops"%f the tanks ,but if the 
present care is continued daiifeer of se- 
rious injury **> the Ice from this cause 
wil be prevented.

Great Scout. 


Kit Carson's rifle, which was carried 


by him- for more than 40 years and 
xrhich never failed him, is now a precious 
relic in the possession of the Montezuma 
lodge of Masons at Santa Fe, cf which 
he was a member, 


As an Indian fighter Carson was 


matchless, and no one understood better 
than he the habits and the nature of the 
savage. He told Colonel Inraan of Kan- 
sas that he was deceired but once by In- 
dian tactics. He said that he was hunt- 
Ing with sis others after buffalo in the 
summer of 1835; that they had been suc- 
cessful and came into their little bivouac 
one night very tired, intending to start 
for the rendezvous at Bent's fort the 
nest morning. They had a number of 
d'ogs, among them some excellent ani- 
mals. 
These barked a good deal and 


seemed restless, and the men heard 
wolves. 


"I saw," said Kit, "two big wolves 


sneaking about, oue of them quite close 
to us. Gordon, one of my men, wanted 
to fire his rifle at it.-bat I did not let him, 
for fear he would hit a dog. I admit that 
I had a sort of idea that those wolves 
might be Indians, but when I noticed 
one of them turn short around and heard 
the clashing of his teeth as he rushed at 
one of the dogs I felt easy then and was 
certain that they were wolves sure 
enough. But the red devil fooled me aft- 
er all, for up had two dried buffalo bones 
in his hands under the wolfskin, and he 
rattled them together oveiy time he turn- 
ed to make a dash at the dogs. Well, by 
and by we all dozed off, and it wasn't 
long before I was suddenly aroused by a 
noise and a big blaze. I rushed out the 
first thing for our mules and held them. 
If the savages had been at sill smart, th?y 
could have killed i;s in a trice, but they 
ran as soon as they fired at us. They 
killed one of my men, putting five bullets 
in his body and eight in his buffalo robe. 
The Indians were a band of Sioux on the 
war trail after a band. of Snakes and 
found us by sheor accident.

The Department of Jutlce Conducts 


a Wholemle BulneM. 


"The department of justice runs one of 


the biggest stationery concerns in the 
country," said a clerk of that department 
to a Staf reporter. "We hare to do that 
to supply the various officials of the de- 
partment throughout the country. Not 
many years ago our stationery bureau 
tras used solely for the benefit of this 
immediate department. Judges, clerks of 
courts, marshals 
and other 
officials 


throughout the country purchased their 
supplies from stores iis their citjes and 
towns imd sent us the account to pay. 
By this method we paid the retail price 
for everything. 
We/found this would 


not do, HE the highest prices were paid 
for everything. Under our present sys- 
tem every official of the government com- 
ing under our department makes requisi- 
tion on us for supplies, and we send them 
at little cost, mdst of the time by mail. 
As we buy everything at cost prices we 
save to the government thousands of dol- 
lars ear-ji year over the old method of do- 
ing business. 


"We carry a stock worth at least 


$6,000 it all times, and all the judges, 
marshals, clerks and others send to us 
for their pencils, writing paper, etc. It's 
funny, too, what strange fancies some of 
them have. For instance, there is a cer- 
tain western judge who won't have any- 
thing else but a red pencil which is peel- 
ed off when it is sharpened. We carry 
this pencil in stock for no other person, 
as not many others have ever taken a 
fancy to it. I suppose ne loses or mis- 
places nil the other kinds of pencils, bpt 
finds this one to his liking because he can 
easily see it. Bight here in the District 
of Columbia is a judge who listens to ar- 
guments with six pencils in his bands. 
He rolls these between his fingers while 
he is busy, and never has less than a 
half dozen. . He is not particular about 
the kind ot pencil be has. Other officials 
have peculiar ideas about the kinds of 
paper, pens and ink they want, and they 
will have no other. Thus, you see, we 
carry a more varied assortment of goods 
than a stationery store."—Washington 
Star.

Net or before has it fallen to my lot to 


see tbu terrible monster we encountered 
on the ptisfeage fiooi Sau Francisco to- 
ward Nanamio in the bark Wtllscott of 
Honolulu. 


We knew that tbe octupus grew to an 


Immense sizv, as Banks and Solauder, 
«ho accompanied Captain Cook in bis 
first voyage around the world, found the 
dead carcass cf one floating on the water 
to the westward of Cape Horn. It was 
supposed to be 20 by 80 feet, tbe body 
only. The tentacles were hanging under 
water, it was surrounded by myriads of 
birds, which were feeding greedily on its 
remains. Pliny also mentions a similar 
monster having eight arms 30 feet long 
and a corresponding girth, and many oth- 
er writers too numerous to mention have 
certified to its actual existence. But I 
did not believe that anything similar to 
the terrible "devilfish" descnbea by Vic- 
tor Hugo was really in existence until I 
had ocular demonstration of the fact on 
this passage. 


Its eyes were large, of a greenish tint 


and somewhat protruding. Its mouth, 
however, was n6t so %ery large, and it 
appeared to be shaped like a parroi - bill. 
Its tentacles were tapering and, like its 
body, of a grayi&h color, covered with 
gpots. It appeared to possess the chame- 
leonlikc power of changing the color of 
these spots in a moat extraordinary man- 
ner as fast as the eye could detect the 
changes. They varied from a very rich 
crimson to a dark, dull brown, these 
changes no doubt indicating the high 
utate of excitement under which the crea- 
ture -n as at the time. 


Suddenly tbe octopus discharged a huge 


jet of a dark colored fluid full into the 
eyes of the sunnsh, and then, rushing for- 
ward with the rapidity of an arrow, it 
encircled its prey with the long tentacles, 
and Sn another moment the victor and 
che \anquished had disappeared below 
the surface of the water. 


In a few~'moments more we had sailed 


right over the scene and found the water 
was colored almost black for a space of 
fully 200 feet in diameter, and we noticed 
an odor slightly resembling iodine rising 
from the water.

I knew before that these huge octopods 


and their relatives, the decapods, were 
not altogether mythical, as they have at 
the National museum in Washington a 
papier mache cast of one of the latter, 
which was found stranded on the north 
shore of Trinity bay, Newfoundland, on 
the 22d day of September, 1877. The to- 
tal length of this specimen, including ten- 
tacles, was only 60 feet, so it is quite safe 
to infer that it had not become of age 
when it was wrecked.—San Francisco 
Call.

There was a rather disquieting1 para- 


graph for North Adams in the arJnual 
report ot the state'board of health pre- 
sented to the s,rate legislature yesterday 
It concerned the sewage system of the 
city, and said that the conditoin ofl the 
Hoosac river below the city is rapidly 
producing offensive 
conditions, 
and 


that the city should remove- the sewage 
Irom the river and provide a means for 
its purification 


The text of tne statement in the state 


board's report is as follows: 


"The condition of the Hoosac river be- 


low North Adams and the effect of the 
sewage in this stream from the city ot 
North Adams has been -observed -by 
means of chemical analyses of samples 
collected at regular intervals. The pol- 
lution ofl the river is rapidly producing 
offensive conditions 
below the city 


Nearly all of the sewage is ntow collect- 
ed in a separate system of sewers, dis- 
charging at a point below the main 
portion of the city, and it appears to 
be practicable for the city to remove the 
sewage from the river without special 
difficulty, and provide a means for Us 
purification." 


This statement, while not in any way 


an order to the city, is a suggestion 
which indicates that within a few years 
at the most the city wHl be obliged to 
do something to change the presen 
method of its sewage disposal. 
The 


reference is not entirely unexpected to 
local officials, as it has been known 
for some time that the state board had 
been considering this question, but from 
its attitude, it was not thought that any 
suggestions would be made fn the pres- 
erJt report. The matter has long been 
recognized as one of the problems of the 
future. 


The local board o3 health has been 


told that the city would do well to have 
the matter in mind, although conditions 
were not such as to call for immediate 
action, and th-3 board has been; consid- 
ered the matter more or less during the 
year. 
*, 


The city, has been very active for the 


last few years in) providing for the sew- 
age disposal, but all the activity has 
had the river gs its ultimate purpose 
The sewage has ail been removed from 
the north and south branches of the 
Hoosac river, the State street work 
that was done this last year having had 
as .its object the carrying of the south 
side sewage under tb> river into the 
main system, so that it would empty in 
the river below the city. 


AH the seware of the city at present 


empties into fie river at Braytonville. 
The state boarl is endeavoring, as far 
as possible, to clean the rivers of the 
state, and it is believed that the pres- 
ent suggestion is merely In the line s>$ 
gerjsral improvements desirable, rather 
tha,n the result of any special complaint 
The contamination of the river-id this 
city is not serious enough to affect 
greatly property or health along its 
banks, and Blacklnton, which would be 
most affected, has never'complained of 
any trouble. The river flows through 
the station district at "Williamstowil 
and there has been more or less com- 
plaint there but nothing serious. 


If the city were obliged to take some 


other means or carinsr for the sewage 
it would mean the installation of some 
mechanical device, such as sewage beds 
and filters, at a great cost. Althoueh 
no defir'lte estimates have ever beer- 
made for this city, the experience cf 
other cities shows that $100.000 would 
be a small .estimate for the cost. 


Although this report is not expected 


to mean the necessity fbr anv imme- 
diate action, ii shows that the state 
board will in lime take action similar 
to that in the "as9 of Pittsfield. That 
city has had the sewage problem on its 
hands for some years, and the present 
report of the state board calls attention 
vigorously to ihe read for urompt ac- 
tion there- 
' 


It" this city is to be required to do any 


thin?, it is probable that Adams will 
also be called on to provide for some 
other means of disposing of its sewaire, 
as it now °mr»Ues into the river which 
Hows through Kylonite and this city.

Troy Comment on tho Protest of the 


Local Armenians 


The Tr'oy Record has th© following 


editorial on the protest of the local Ar- 
menians at having all sorts* of nation- 
alities called by the name Armenian, as 
recently published in this paper. The 
Record misstates- the facts in the case 
somewhat, as the Armenians did not 
make their complaint to the mayor but 
to the Transcript. The comment fol- 
lows: 


Armenuins who come to America are 


intelligent, and 'as they become famil- 
iar with the language spoken in Ameri- 
can cities—a language distinctly Amer- 
ican because of the slang mixed with 
it—they find that the race they repre- 
sent is called upon to shoulder the sins 
of all sorts and conditions of men. This 
was brought to the attention of the 
public in North Adams- Monday, when 
the four Armenians in the city waited 
upon the mayor and entered a vigorous 
protest against the indignity that had 
been thrust upon them in the shape of 
a report of the police superintendent. 


It appears that it became the custom 


in North Adams for the police to enter 
all offenders of whose nationality they 
were in doubt as Armenians, so that in 
the course of a month or two the p'olice 
reports- were filled with the evil doings 
of this clasa although as a matter of 
fact the four Armenians residing in the 
city had not been arrested and were 
well-behaved men. They told the mayor 
that few Armenians could be found in 
any one city, while it had been the ex- 
perience of their countrymen that the 
police blotters everywhere -were au- 
thority for the statement that the land 
was fairly overrun with the exiles from 
that far off c'ountry. They had con- 
cluded that it was about time to 
straighten out the police, and ask them 
to exercise -a, little more care in jotting 
down the nationality of prisoners. It 
would appear that the position taken 
by the Armenians is sound enough, and 
if the police of this city and other places 
outside the Massachusetts town com- 
plained of have been engaged in put- 
ting all the offenses on the calendar up 
to the Armenian, it is about time the 
practice was changed.

Thursday, January 3, providing for an 
inquiry into the status of the Indians 
in New York.
